O f Men An d Things

To what extent, year in and out, are Nehras- 
kani dependent upon irrigation? 
Those who 
have been reading the news columns recently 
have gotten a few answers. 


They discovered, for example, that in the final 
195.5 statistics prepared by the Department of 
Agriculture on corn production, Nebraska's crop 
aggregated 9 5,200,000 bushels—a slim 16-bu.shel 
an acre average for the total planted acreage. 
This compared with 19 6 million bushels a year 
ago, a crop which, by the way, 
felt the sharp teeth of July 
heat catching some field.s in 
the critical stages. It com­ 
pared also with a 10-year av­ 
erage of 228,6.58,fK)0 bushels, more than double 
the final estimate of 19 55 corn production. 
In 
other words m the season just closed, with all 
the expansion that has taken place in well irri­ 
gation, 
we produced less than half of the corn 
raised in 19 54, and substantially less than half 
of the average 10-year production, less than any 
season since 19 39 . 
But we produced the 19 55 
crop very largely in those fields supplied with 
irrigation. ,Dryland fannw g operaticwif retted 
Nebraskans very little corn although virtually all 
of the 6 million acres originally planted in this 
state was of the drought-resistant, hybrid seed 
variety, capable and able to withstand sizzling 
tem peratures and moisture shortages better than 
other varieties.

The movement toward consolidation of news­ 
paper fields has been proceeding steadily for 
more than n half century to the concern of 
some who feel that an abundance, even an over­ 
abundance, of 
newspapers 
is 
a 
democratic 
blessing and a full guarantee of free speech. 
But it IS doubtful whether Nebraska’s 725 
weeklies a half century ago .served their com­ 
munities as well a.s nostalgic 
readers 
fancy. 
Many of them were not stable busine.sses, poorly 
equipped to deal in public news and thought, and 
frequently too many were more interested m 
survival than in free and competent speech. 
As a corollary to the 19.55 figure.s today's 
fewer weeklies show increased circulation. They 
are reaching more people. 
They are operating 
.soundly and are more deditaled to community 
progress. With their improved facilities and 
greater sensitiveness to news and great sense of 
responsibility they are playing a more important 
role than ever in community service. 
Nebraska nor any other state will ever find it 
reliable to measure editorial integrity and com­ 
munity service in term s of numbers of newspa- 
peiVi, More vital is the newspaper’s capacity 
to interpret and edit the news in the knowledge 
and traditions of American philosophies. 
And 
it goes without saying that Nebraska newspapers 
were never better prepared. 


No single ye&r of misfortune will inflict a 
knockout 
punch 
upon 
Nebraska 
agriculture. 
There is strength, a resiliency, a determination 
and resourcefulness which does not fold up as 
the result of such circumstances. But at the be­ 
ginning of this year we suggested to our fellow 
Nebraskans that if they are to attain the eco­ 
nomic stability to which they reasonably may 
aspire they should plan on a long range program 
of increasing irrigation over a 10-year stretch 
at the average rate of 
100,000 acrc.s every 
twelve months. 
That means a million acres in 
JO years. And a million acres of irrigated land 
would have drastically reversed the Nebraska 
portrait at which Nebraskans have been gazing 
in recent days.

Of course we are producing too much corn, too 
much wheat, too much livestock, too much of 
virtually everything, W'ashingkim tells us. Bosh 
and bunk, so far as Nebraska is concerned. We 
can call upon nature to cut us down to 9 5 mil­ 
lion bushels of corn each year tor the next three 
years and if old Mother Na­ 
ture 
obliges, 
Nebraskans 
should know it now that they

Mr. Truman and I were not ex­ 
actly on speaking term.s then, so 
I made the suggestion through 
his secretary of state, Dean Ache- 
son, and asked Dean not to identi­ 
fy me as the author or 
Truman 
would be sure to turn it down. 


What I suggested was that Tru­ 
man take a trip abroad somewhat 
as Bulganin and Khru.shchev have 
now been doing, to win friends 
for the U.S A. I suggested that 
among other things he visit the 
Vosges 
mountains 
in 
northern 
France where he fought as an ar­ 
tillery captain in World War I and 
that thi.s would indirectly remind 
the French people and the people 
of Europe of the many contribu­ 
tions we had made to them. 


The simple, direct manner in 
which Mr. Truman meets people 
would make a big hit in Europe, 
I suggested to Ache.son, but I al.so 
urged him not to mention me to 
Truman. 


Mr. Truman, of course, didn't 
go. He was busy campaigning for 
.Stevenson in 19.52 and doing a lot of 
other things. So, about a year 
later, after Mr. Truman was out 
of the White House and he and I 
had resumed diplomatic relations, 
I dropped round to see him and 
suggested that a trip abroad by 
him 
now 
would build 
up even 
more good will because he could 
travel as a private citizen, shak­ 
ing hands with peasants and shop­ 
keepers, teachers and 
f a c t or y 
workers, to show them how demo­ 
cratic a country we really^^ have. 


Mr. 
Truman 
immediately 
re­ 


plied: “ Oh, Dean Acheson told me 
all about that idea of yours about 
a year ago.’’ 
“ But I told him not to tell you 
who suggested it.’’ 


“ Well, be did anyway,’’ contin­ 
ued Mr. Truman, and he went 
on to say that he would like tre­ 
mendously to go abroad, but felt 
he couldn't do anything in the in­ 
ternational field that Gen. Eisen­ 
hower might not want done and 
that he hadn’t even been invited 
to the White House since he left 
on Jan. 20, 19 53. 
“ The first thing I did when I 
became President was invite Her­ 
bert Hoover to the White House,” 
Truman said. “I told him to con­ 
sider it his second home and to 
drop around whenever he came to 
Washington.” 
Mr. Truman obviously was hurt 
at the way the White House had 
snubbed him. 
A weakened Eisenhower cannot 
possibly travel any more. There­ 
fore. why not draft both Harry 
Truman and Herbert Hoover, the 
two living 
ex-presidents of the 
United States, to do some good- 
willing for him? 
NOTE 1 — Bulganin told Prime 
Minister Nehru 
that 
he 
never 
dreamed visiting foreign countries 
cnuld be such fun and he intended 
to visit France and Italy .sooon. He 
also said Stakn made a great mis­ 
take by shutting himself up and 
not letting the world realize that 
Russians are friendly people. 
NOTE 2 — Though Hoover and 
Truman are miles apart political­ 
ly, Hoover is helping collect funds 
for the Truman library. He has al­ 
ways been grateful for the wav 
Truman invited him baik to the 
White House, then appointed him 
head of a European Food Commis­ 
sion, then to help reorganize the 
government.

Speed An d Safety 
The United Slates has had an enviable safety 
record in its commercial flying but there are 
clear warnings that extensive improvements in 
flight and airport control are going to be needed 
as the country steps over the threshold of the 
jet age. 
It is one thing to pilot a relative slow flying 
conventional plane from a crowded field and 
quite another to safeguard safety in a ship that 
operates at lightning speed. 
Six airlines have ordered thus far a total of 
186 jet passenger planes and expect to have 
them in operation by 1959 or 19 66.

travel 5.50 to 6(Mi miles an hour. 
While such 
speed IS a thrilling prospect and will make 
transconunental travel almost like metropolitan 
commuting it will be a mistake to allow- such 
flights without intensive preparation and change 
to take care of them safely.

I asked the mayor to tell me how 
it all happened. 
Vergara, a man 
In remarkable physieal eondition, 
said. “ You know the definition of 
a hore, don't you? A bore is a fel­ 
low win» when asked ‘How dt» you 
feel'” tells you.” 
All that Vergara wanted to do 
about New Rochelle for a long time 
was live in it. 
“ I could walk up and down the 
.street all day and the only people 
who would speak to me were close 
relatives, and tiiey didn’t feel to 
certain alxiut it, either,” the mayor 
said. 
“ But one night a couple of 
people called me and asked me to 


run for councilman. 
I talked it

HONG KONG-After the “ loss’* 
of China the official advice was to 
wait for the dust to settle. But the 
dust will not settle in Asia, since 
too many people are in a hurry to 
catch up with the West. 
Millions upon millions who once 
existed in faceless anonymity are 
now on the march and with or with­ 
out the co-operation of the West 
they mean to reach the goal of in­ 
dependence, both political and eco­ 
nomic. There should be no illusions 
in America about the serious na­ 
ture of the contest and the ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages of a 
completely free society, such as the 
United States, in competition with 
a despotic society, such 
as the 
Soviet Union, 
Take India as a ca.se in point. 
The Indians need above everything 
else steel for rails to rebuild and 
expand their railway system. 
No 
industrial expansion on any ap­ 
preciable scale is possible without 
an expanded transport system. But 
steel is in short 
supply 
almost 
everywhere, and whether the In­ 
dians could buy steel in the United 
States is questionable. 
So the Soviet traveling salesmen, 
Bulganin and Khrushchev, as a 
parting gesture agree to sell, not 
give but sell, India one million tons 
of steel. In order to make that mil­ 
lion tons available the Soviet m as­ 
ters will have to put the squeeze 
on their own people, deferring still 
longer those oft-repeated promises 
of more consumer goods. But they 
have 
the 
power 
to 
apply 
that 
squeeze and obtain the steel. 


There are western assets on the 
Asian balance sheet that are some­ 
times 
overlooked; 
assets which 
could derive only from a free and 
productive society. American foun­ 
dations have done splendid work 
in the Far East in health, educa­ 
tion and general 
welfare. 
That 
work has been expanded since the 
end of the war, with new organi­ 
zations such as the Ford Founda­ 
tion and the Asia Foundation tak­ 
ing an active role. 
In India the Ford Foundation 
financed and 
helped 
direct 
the 
training of workers to carry out 
the village development program 
in the beginning .stages of a pro­ 
gram already showing far-reach­ 
ing improvement in standards of 
living that were about as low a.s 
they could be. Having more free­ 
dom of decision and action founda­ 
tions can often act more effectively 
than governments, even though the 
amounts 
i nv ol v e d 
are 
much 
smaller. 
☆ 
In a quick swing through a small 
part of the East this reporter has 
been impressed with the effective­ 
ness of the United States Informa­ 
tion Service. Contrary to a popular 


misconception, it is not so much as 
a propaganda 
agency 
that 
the 
USIS functions, but as a link to 
further understanding on a dozen 
different levels. Members of the 
USIS staff come to know local 
editors on a friendly and informal 
basis and help them to interpret 
America. They .select those who 
show an open mind for travel in 
the United States. And for visiting 
Aiuericans they serve as an invalu­ 
able guide to the country in which 
they serve. Theirs is often thank­ 
less work, and niggardly congres­ 
sional economies have made 
it 
more onerous, but it is invaluable 
in promoting the mind of under­ 
standing on which any permanent 
relationship must rest. 
Martha Graham and her troupe 
of modern dancers are on a tour of 
this part of the world, underwritten 
by the President's special fund to 
promote cultural and commercial 
co-operation. They have had 
a 
spectacular success wherever they 
have gone. Bill Mathias, Olympic 
decathlon 
champion, and 
other 
Americans brought out under simi­ 
lar auspices have also served to 
show the richness and variety of 
American life, refuting the myth 
that ours is solely and narrowly a 
business society.. 
But \vhen ail the small triumphs, 
and they are important In the sum 
total, are added up, they rannot 


offset major policy .moves 
*hat 
seem in this part of the world 
tragically mistaken. In the opinion 
of this observer it is impossible 
to exaggerate the disastrous effect 
of the Dulles-Cunha statement that 
appeared to back the Portuguese 
determination to hold Goa as

Tlie 
senator has publieiy urged that the 
President qiake know'n his inten­ 
tions by Feb. I. a deadline later 
put back to late February by the 
Eisenhower family physician. Maj. 
Gen. Snyder. 
In overleaping the barriers w’hich 
the Eisenhower regency has erect­ 
ed against political discussion with 
the President, Knowland has made 
himself into a controversial figure. 
Many Republicans are already tak­ 
ing sides for and against him, but 
he has acted in the only way. he 
know’s how to act which is straight­ 
forwardly. 
The senior senator from Calitor- 
nia may be wrong but he is rarely 
in doubt and he is never timid 
or deceptive. 


Superficially, it may appear that 
he has broken the old rule promul­ 
gated by former Sen.

As his widow, under New York 
law, Miss BeUlotti would be enti­ 
tled to <me third of the estate re­ 
gardless of the will. 
As evidence of a love pact with 
Cohen, she 
filed in Surrogate’s 
Court a 1946 letter from Cohen 
which read in part: 
“ Marie Dear- Today is my birth­ 
day . I am now 65 y ears of age. . . 
From y ou I want a birthday pres­ 
ent. You know what it is. Let me 
have it . . . Just the continuation 
of mere friendship between us can­ 
not go on . . . You belong to me 
and I belong to y ou. Only one 
thing can separate us and that is 
death—death only . I want y ou to 
pledge y ourself to me as I have 
to y ou. 
“You won’t do it publicly be­ 
cause of my age, religion and so­ 
cial position . . 
But we will have 
this agreement between us. I, as 
head of the Cohen family , am a 
high priest, so y ou can readily un­ 


derstand that I can sanction this 
pact.” 
‘Okay , Uncle’ 
On the bottom of the letter was 
Miss Bellotti’s signature and the 
written remark: 
“Okay by me, uncle,” 
Besides renewing the pact each 
birthday before Cohen died, Miss 
Bellotti said Cohen performed a 
marriage ceremony and drew up 
a marriage certificate “ according 
to the laws of E. A. Cohen.” 
And finally , she added, they cut 
their fingers and mix ed their blood

ball from other areas. 
However,' the fact is that New 
York City is the home of some 
o f the greatest athletes in the 
country Unfortunately for Fath­ 
er 
Knick erbock er, his 
athletic 
sons go elsewhere for an educa­ 
tion. 
Fordham and New York Uni­ 
versities, once football power­ 
houses, now 
ha v e no football 
teams. Columbia is a member 
the Ivy League, but its foot­ 
ball doesn’t rate with any of the 
strong teams of the midwest, far 
west, south and southwest. 
The same holds true for base­ 
ball and to some ex tent for bas­ 
k etball. 
Frank McGuire, former bas­ 
k etball coach at St. John’s Uni­ 
versity of Brook lyn, a n d now 
coach of North Carolina Univer­ 
sity, declares New York City 
turns out more great bask eteers 
than any other part of the coun­ 
try. 
Frank speak s with authority 
for most of his fine squad are 
boys from Brook lyn. 
With refreshing frank ness, he 
admits that he had the five New 
York boroughs, — Manhattan, 
Bronx , Brook lyn, Queens 
a n d 
Staten Island — and New Jersey, 
too, pretty well, stak ed out. 
“©uk ii University,” he says 


with a smile, “gets most of its 
stars from Pennsylvania 
a n d 
North Carolina State draws its 
players from all over the cou.i- 
try.” 


We were reluctant to ask broth­ 
er McGuire how come so many 
New York boys leave New York 
for an education. It may be that 
they lik e the southern climate 
for bask etball, just as they ap­ 
pear to rove to the midwest, far 
west and southwest for their 
football and incidentally an edu­ 
cation. 
We venture to say that Colum­ 
bia would not only hold on to 
New York boys but would attract 
star athletes from every state 
in the union if its academic re­ 
quirements were less stringent. 


No school in the United States 
has better coaches in all sports 
—nor better paid ones—t ha n 
Columbia. But as one of them 
said recently, the trouble is Co­ 
lumbia insists that its boys be 
able to read and write. 


Of course, that’s an ex aggera­ 
tion but the coach wished to stress 
the fact that Columbia has no 
trick courses for athletes. N o r 
has it any fat inducements other- 
side for athletes. 
All things considered the won­ 
der is that colleges in the Metro­ 
politan area manage to k eep as 
many good athletes as they do.
